IRISH TBJfANTS. 


Jaraca Cain and Wife Find Refuge in 


Utah from O)<pr«»*iv« Landlords. 


An example ot the suffering of tenants 


in Ireland is told in the following pitoe 
from the Salt Lake Trlbnne. Tbe per- 
sona alluded to ere now in Reno in 
se.ireh of employment asd help from 
their countrymen: 


Jamei Cain and wife, evicted tenants 


of County Qalwny, Ireland, wt.re in 
town Sunday, on their way to Ogdm, 
where Mrs. Cain has a sister. Their 
miifoitaues have awakened much ryui- 
patuy, but there are many of their 
countrymen who have fared even worse 
th«n they. Cain is a man of education, 
having once been a schoolmaster; but 
tamed farmer, ai>d wast greatly improv- 
ing his little farm on which the rent had 
been £1 17s 6d per acre. Bat the agent 
of Absentee Landlord Charles Blake, 
whose brother is a M. F , noticed this 
aud raised the rent to £2 10s which tba 
tenant could not pay. So he mast be 
evicted. But the dun family were 
game;1 they barricaded tbe house and 
when fhe constabulary and police ap- 
peared Mrs Cain get. up the hot water 
to them in good shape. Tbe cowards 
thereupon fired at but misted her, aud 
then, breaking tbnmgh tbe barricade 
one of them xtrnck Cain in tbe left eye 
with a musket bntt. destroying the eyu 
aud knocking its owner senseless. The 
family were then fired unoeiemouioasly 
oat into the wet, muddy road, where 
they were ail obliged to remain in thr 
r»m that nigbt on bettered. Cam hioi- 
xf-lt was then put in the hospital, where 
his eye wits removed, as it bad been 
entirely destroyed. He was there six 
weeks, his family being housed by Jehu 
Cain, his brother, and supported by th 
Land League, which pnid ibe fares of 
Jaines and uu wife to Denver, Colorado, 
where she supposed her si-iter WHS living 
They lelt Oct. 17th, with the children 
remaining at their uncle's ami) they can 
be sent for. However, at Denver the 
couple found the eisler had moved to 
OgOeu, bnt they bad money enough to 
reach Grand Junction, wbere a collec- 
tion taken up for them extended their 
ride to Graea River. Tbere. however, 
they hud to take the road, sleeping out 
IU the desert aud occasionally c*lcbinp 
rides on h >nd cars, li-auliing this city 
Saturday, tbe couple were kindly cared 
for by tbe Sisters, who lehanilitated 
Mrs Cain and gave thorn their meats 
until tbe lucil Laud Li-ague could send 
ihem on to Ogdeo yesterday morning
